Monarchies are of two ſorts touching 
their power or authority; v13+ 

1. Intire. Where the whole power 
of ordering all State matters, both in 
peace and war , doth by law and cu- 
ſtom apperrain ts the Prince, as in the 
Engliſh Kingdom , where the Prince 
hath power to make Laws, League,and 
War ; Tocreate Magiſtrates;ro pardon 
life : Of appeal, &c. Though ro give 
acontentment to the other degrees , 
they have a ſuffrage in making Laws, 
yet ever ſubje&t ro the Princes plea- 
ſure , nor Negative will. 

2. Limited gr reſtrained , that hath 
no full power in all the points or mat- 
rers of State, as the Nilitary King that 
hath not- the Sovereignty in time of 
peace, as the making of Laws, &c.

Ariſtocracie, or Senatd- 
rie State, 


A X Ariftocracie is the Government 
of a Commen-wealth by ſome 
cempetent number of the berrer ſors, 
preferred for wiſdom and other virtues 
for the publick good. 

Aritocracies are of three ſorts, vit2 
Where the Sena/0%rs are choſen , for 
1. Virtue, Riches , and the Common 
good, as the Venetian. 

2. Virtue and the p_— good 
without reſpe& of wealth, as ſome- 
times the- Roman, when ſome af the Se- 
natoars were fetched from the plough, 
and ſome from the Scheols. 

3 Virtue and wealth, more reſpett- 
ing their privare , than their publick 
good, which inclineth rowards an Oli» 
garchie, or the Government of the Ri- 
cher or nobler ſort, as in Kome towards 
the end.

In every 7uft State, ſome part of 
the Government is, or ought ro be im- 
parted to the People 3 As in a King- 
dom , a voice or (uffrage in making 

3 and ſomerimes alſo, in levy- 
ing of Arms (if the charge be great , 
and the Prince forced to borrow help 
of his Subjedts) che marrer Tightly 
may be propounded co a Parliament, 
thar the tax may ſeem to have pro- 
ceeded from themſelves. So conſulta- 
tions, and ſome proceedings in Judici- 
al matters, may in part be referred to 
them. The reaſon, leaſt ſeeing them- 
ſelves to be in no number, nor of rec- 
koning, they miſlike the ſtate, or kind 
of Government : And where the mul- 
ritude is diſcontented , there muſt 
needs be many enemies to the pre - 
fenct Stare.

depravarion of a Free, or popular 
Srate, or the Governmentof rhe whole 
mulcirude of the baſe and poorer ſort, 
without reſpett of the other Orders. 
Theſe rwo States, to witz The @t1- 
garehne, and Common-wealth, are very 
adverſe the one to the other, and have 
many b'ickerings berween them. For 
that the richer or nobler ſorr, ſuppoſe 
a right or ſuperiotity to appertain unto 
them in every reſpe&t, becauſe they 
are ſuperiour,bur in ſome reipetts one- 
ly, to wit, in Riches, Birth, Parentage, 
&x. Onthe other ſide , the Common-

State matters; becauſe they are- equal- 
with the Rich or. Noble,couching their 

Libeitie, whereas* indeed neither the 

one nor the other are ſimply equal or 

ſuperiour, as touching Government and 

firnes thereunts,, becauſe they are 

ſuch, co wit , becauſe they are Rich, 

Noble, Free, exc. Bur becauſe _ 

ae wiſe, Virtwous, Valiant, Kc. and fo 

have fit parts to Govern a State. 

Theſe ſeveral States are ſometimes 
mixed, and inrer-wrought one with 
the other, yet ever ſo, as that the one 
hach the preheminent predomination 
over the other, as in the humours-and 
complexions of the body. So in the 
Rom 11 State, the people had their Ple- 
b;/cita, and gave the ſuffrage in the e+ 
leftion of Magiſtrates : Yet the Senate 
(as the State ſtood) for the moſt = 
ſwayed the State, and bare the chief 
rule. Soin the Venetian Stategrh: Duke 
ſeemerh to repreſeur a Mom irch, and 
the Senate ro be his Councel : Yet the 
Duke hath no power in Sate mattrrs, 
bur is like a head fer on by art, char, 
beareth no brain. And ſo rhar Stare 1s 
S-natonical or Ariſtocratical.

In 
Haality, as thatnone grow in wealch, 
liberty, henours, &5 more than it is 
meer for that degree 5 For as in 
weights, the heavier weights bear 
down the Scale : So in Common- 
wealths, that part or degree that ex- 
celleth the reſt in Duality, and D4an- 
tuy,overiwayeth the reſt afrer ir,where- 
of fallow alrerations, and converſions 
of State. Srcondly, to provide by all 
means, thatthe middle fort of People 
exceed both the extreams, (viz.) of 
Novlity and Gentry,and the baſe raſcal, 
and begarly ſort.

many Enemies. Not to ſow the ſeventh

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2. To avoid the cauſes of Converſe. 
#ns , whereby States are over-thrown, 
that are ſer down in the Title of con- 
verſions; For that Common-vvealths (as 
natural bodies)are preſerved by avoid- 
ing that which hurcech the healch and 
State thereof, audare ſocured by con- 
trary medicines.
